A Proclamation for the true Working 
and Dying of Cloth. 


xxl Hercas diuers good Lawes and Statutes haue been 


77 7 heretofoꝛt made foꝛ the true Wozking , Making and Op⸗ 

25 ing of Clothes, Dꝛaperies, aud Commodities within this 

8 <> Realme: And fo2 the Utewing,Scarching, Beaſuring, 
and Scaling of the ſame, being the pzincipall and Staple 
commondittc of this Land; pet notwithſtanding, of late 
yceres the trade of Clothing hath been much diſcredited 
=== by the coꝛrupt deſires and p2actifſes of ſome Clothiers, 
Merchants, D2apers,and Dycrs fo: their owne pꝛuate game, in making and ſellung 
of falſe Clothes, ouerſtrained with Tenters, and other vnlawfull Engins, and 
burnt and ſpoyled with the hote Pꝛeſſe, and otherwiſe falſilied in diners maners, 
whereby they haue not their true Lengths, Bꝛeadths, and weights Noztheir true 
Dyes and Colours, actoꝛding to the Lawes and Statutes in that behalfe pꝛouided; 
to the great diſhonour of this Kingdome,and the ſlander and dilcredite of this great 
Commoditie, and the hinderance and loſſe of the Buyer, and the inciting and encou⸗ 
ragement of Strangers to ſet vp the making of Cloth in other Countreys; which a⸗ 
buſes are like moꝛe and moꝛe to encreale, ifſome remedie be not had therem. 


Foꝛ the better ſuppꝛeſſing of the falſhood vſcd in the wozking, Making, Dying, 
ſelling a vttering of all ſoꝛts of all vendible Clothes, Bayes, Sapes, Felts, Stuffes, 
Dꝛaperies and Commodities; alwell ol the olde as of the new Dꝛaperies made in 
this our Realme of England, Dominion of wales, and Jſic of Wight: Wee doe by 
theſe pzeſents publiſh and declare, that it is Our expꝛeſſe will andpleaſure, That ik 
at any time oꝛ times after the Feaſt day of the Purification of the bleſſed Turgin Mary 
now next enſuing, any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall offend in falſe wozking, Making, Dy- 
ing, Selling, and Uttering of the Clothes, Stuffes, Dꝛaptries, and Commodities 


afo:cſayd, tontrarpto the Lawes and Statutes in that behalte Enacted, and now 
in foꝛte in this Nealme, except in caſe ot ſuch and ſo many Clothes as are by Us, oꝛ 
the Loꝛdsof Our Pꝛiuie Councell, tolerated to bee tranſpoꝛted beyond the Seas, 
Dꝛeſſed and Strained; That the offendoꝛs therein ſhallincurre the penalties there⸗ 
of, and receine tondigne puniſhment acco2ding to the lame TLawes. 


And foꝛ the better diſcouering of the ſaid falſhoods, and erpzeſſing of the ſayd 
eno2mities ; Wee doe will and tommand, That all and euery ſuch vendible Clothes, 
Dꝛaperies and tommodities, to bee offered and put to ſale. at any time oꝛ times here- 
ate er within the Citie of London and liberties thereof ( extept befoꝛe except) ſhall bee 
bꝛought into Blackewell Hall in London, being the vſuall Market place foꝛ ſuch 
Clothes, there to be Uiewedand Scarched accoꝛding tothe Statute in that behalfe 
made and p2omded, 

And to the end the ſaid deceits vſedin oꝛzking, Making, and Oping okthe ſapd 
Clothes, Stuffes, Dꝛaperies and Commodities may bee the better dilcouered, and 
appearc to the Bupers thercof Wee doe Hereby expꝛelp charge and command 
all perſon and perſons whatſocucr , aſwell our naturall boꝛne Subiets and Deny 
zens, as ſtrangers, whom it may concernc, not to Bup oz Sell, Packe, Ship, oz 
Trauſpoꝛt out ofthis Realme any of the ſaid Clothes, Stuffes, Dꝛaperies oꝛ Com- 
modities whatſoeuer vefoze the ſame be Searched and Sealed, as the Lawes and 
Statutes of Our Kealme now in koꝛce require. 


And we doe ſtraightly charge and command all Maitoꝛs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of 
Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other our louing Subiects to 
whom it ſhall appertaine, That they aide and aſſiſt all and euery Our Officers 
and Miniſters in the due and lawfull execution of their plates and offices, concerning 
the pꝛemiſſes.
